1. The Examiner would again like to reaffirm the prior art 
rejection of claims 9-13 and 16-18 under 35 U.S. C. § 103 as being 
unpatentable over EPA -619, taken either individually, or in view 
of EPA -623, substantially for reasons of record together with 
the following additional observations. The Examiner initially 
reaffirms the grounds of rejection set forth in paragraph No. 3 
of the final rejection that independent claim 9 does not require 
the presence of both a thermoplastic polymer and an epoxy resin 
in the adhesive film, applicant's earlier comments to the 
contrary notwithstanding. The newly rewritten independent claim 

9 requires in certain embodiments only the presence of a 
thermoplastic polymer and a tackifying resin in certain 
proportions, together with the presence of the silver coated 
glass beads of a certain range of diameters. As to the selection 
of the diameter of the beads, this is again strongly believed to 
be well within the ordinary skill of the art depending upon what 
particular electrical properties are desired.
